Rome, Feb. 6 - (By the 
Associated 
Press,)—Cardinal Achille Ratti, A rch­ 
bishop of 
Milan,

proclaimed 
elected pope in succession to the late 
Benedict XV this morning, 
lie has 
taken the name of Pius XL 
The thousands waiting in front of 
St. 
Peter's for tho wisp of smoke 
which would t«»H of the election of it 
new pope or the failure of the sacred 
college to reach a decision gave a 
mighty shout at 11:33 o’clock when 
a thin wisp of smoke came from th** 
chimney leading 
from 
the 
Sistine 
Chapel. 
11 was then known that the 
Catholic church had once more a duly 
elected pontiff. 
As soon as the two-thir<ls vote for 
Cardinal Ratti had been verified, C a r­ 
dinal Vannutelli, ns « lean of the sacred 
college, arose and proci « » deil to the 
throne of the chosen one, accom pan­ 
ied on either sid« » by Cardinals Loguo 
and Blstetl, respectively deans o f the 
cardinal priests and the cardinal dea­ 
cons. 
He was asked in Latin by C a r­ 
dinal Vannutelli, in accordance with 
custom, if he accepted tho election to 
be supreme pontiff, and the new’ pope 
answered with the formal: 
“Since it is the will of God, I must
